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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed Jul 11, 2007, with respect to claim 38 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 38 has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with the 
Attorney for Applicants on Jul.

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 21-37, which were withdrawn 
from consideration due to non-elected claims, are hereby cancelled. Claims 1-3, 5, 9-20, 38 and 
39 remain pending in the current application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5, 9-20, 38 and 39 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 : None of the prior arts either alone or in combination fairly teach or 
suggest a liquid crystal display wherein at least the first or second capacitor electrode is 
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triangular in shape in addition to the recited limitations. Therefore, claim 1 is deemed non- 
obvious and inventive over the prior arts, thus is allowed. 

As to claims 2-3, 5, 9-20 and 39 : Since claims 2-3, 5, 9-20 and 39 depend either directly 
or indirectly on the allowed claim 1, therefore, are also allowed. 

Regarding claim 38 : None of the prior arts cited either alone or in combination fairly 
teach or suggest a liquid crystal display wherein an outermost electrode of the first pixel 
electrode, the pixel signal line and an outermost electrode of the second pixel electrode join 
together to form a trapezoid shape having four sides. Therefore, claim 38 is deemed non- 
obvious and inventive over the prior arts, thus is allowed:
